St. Louis, Mo., June 16.—The passing 
of the International Fur exchange, at 
which some of the largest auctions in | 
the history of the trade were held, was 
aanounced this afternoon following a 
confsrence between bankers and offi- 
cers of the exchange. 

The exchange, it was anfiounced re- 
cently, was indebted approximately 
$14,000,000 to banks in New York and 
St. Louis and on June 2 it was said 
there would be no further extensions 
of these loans. Depression in the fur 
market was ascribed as the cause of 
the company’s indebtedness. 
The exchange was incorporated for 
$7,500,000. At some of the auctions, of 
two weeks’ duration, as high as $25, . 
000,000 of pelts were sold.

| SKETCH OF MR. MASON’ 


William E. (“ Billy”) Mason was es- 
teemed to be one of the nation’s wit- 
tiest citizens, one of its old line stump 
speaking, story telling orators, and one 
of its fighters. 

A politician since he was 6 years | 
old, he was born in the Village of 
Franklinville, Cattaraugus county, N. 
Y., on July 5, 1850. He was one of ten 
sons of Lewis J, and Nancy (Winslow) 
Mason, and he had four sisters, 

The elder Mason was a wagon maker 
and a pioneer. He moved west to Ben- 
tonsport, Ia., in 1868. Mason got but 
75 cents a day for his labor, and yet he 
managed to feed those fourteen chil- 
dren and two others whom heand his 
wife had adopted. During the eve. 
nings he made furniture, and after a 
time he became proprietor of a hotel 
and stocked it with the home made 
furniture. 

Teaches School at 15, 


Mason was 15 when his father ‘died. 
He was thrown on his own resdurces. 
He got a job teaching school at Bear 
Creek and after he had thrashed the 
biggest boy had little difficulty. In 
1868 he went to Des Moines, Ia., and 
began studying law in the office of 


appointed general solicitor of a rail- 


road, and moved to Chicago. Mason 
came with him, remained in his, office 
a year, then studied in the o ce of 


.John N. Jewett. He was to 
the bar when he was 21 years old, was 
elected to the Lllinois legislature before 
he was 30, and was elected state sena- 
tor in 1882. 

It was in these years that Mason be- 
came known around the stump circuit 
as an orator, a humorist, a story teller. 
When he would walk out upon the plat- 
form and shake his long black hair and 
lift his eyebrows, shrug his shoulders.

After his defeat for re#lection to the 
senate in 1903 he was out of congress 
for a number of years. He came back 
as congressman-at-large for Illinois, put 
himself over without an organization, 
without money, without even a head: 
‘quarters. And he was twice reélected 
—with the aid of the Thompson-Lundiy 
crowd, ‘with which he affiliated. 

Following the war Congressman Ma- 
son became one of the active cham- 
pions of the Irish republic, and was 
the author, of resolutions directing 
American recognition of that republic, 
and the exchange of inoeneney and 
consular representatives.

Julia White of Des Moines, Ia., and 
they had seven children.

America’s Stand Puzzles Krassin.

I began admiring America,” he said. 
“We all did. Even the peasants 
thought lovingly of the great people 
across the seas, the idealists who 
attained the liberty of which we in 
Russia had only dreamed. We “have so 
much in common, not the least *being 
our lack of designs on our neighbors; 
both of us are essentially peace lov- 


ting.” 


Mr. Krassin was most guarded in his 
conversation, but certainly nothing was 
said to lessen my belief that American 
aid would be welcomed by all groups 
In Russia. 

Explains Russia’s Position. © 


“The point which he did make clear 
was that the collapse of Russia was not 
the result of the revolution, but it was 
the economic demoralization which had 
brought the political upheaval. The 
revolution was the result, not the 
cause. 

He pointed out that the reconstruc- 
tion of Russia has been delayed by the 
blockade and by the wars which have 
been forced upon her while other lands 


have been at peace.

The last time was about three 
weeks before he was killed.”
